REPORT 


TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS  TO  THE  PENNSYLVANIA  HOSPITAL. 


The  returns  from  all  the  Departments  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos¬ 
pital  show  that  2302  patients  have  received  the  benefit  of  treatment, 
and  that  $250,411  04  have  been  expended  in  hopeful  efforts  to  cure 
and  alleviate  the  pains  of  the  sick,  wounded,  and  mentally  afflicted. 
Of  this  sum  $191,925  37  has  been  expended  in  the  Department  for 
the  Insane,  the  receipts  from  which  being  a  feAv  dollars  in  excess  of 
the  expenses,  show  that  this  Department  has  during  the  past  year 
been  self-sustaining,  and  at  no  further  charge  to  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  the  Contributors  than  the  interest  on  the  value  of  the  build¬ 
ings  and  the  113  acres  in  West  Philadelphia. 

The  expenses  of  our  Medical  and  Surgical  Department  from  5th 
month,  1877,  to  5th  month,  1878,  have  been  $58,485  67,  whilst  the 
receipts  of  revenue  and  interest  from  the  Endowment  Fund  were 
$42,500,  showing  that  all  the  income  of  bequests  to  the  Contributors’ 
Permanent  Fund  has  been  expended  purely  for  the  gratuitous  chari¬ 
table  surgical  and  medical  uses  of  the  Pine  Street  Hospital. 

This  sum,  with  $23,022  27  expended  in  the  Department  for  the 
Insane  for  the  maintenance  of  49  free  patients  estimated  at  the 
average  cost  of  each  patient,  shows  an  aggregate  cash  expenditure 
of  $81,507  94;  but  this  does  not  include  a  large  sum  expended  for 
those  who  pay  moderately  as  they  are  able,  but  not  as  much  as  the 
average  outlay  for  a  patient;  were  an  estimate  made  of  this,  the 
total  cost  to  your  Hospital  for  free  patients  would  exceed  $100,000. 

Dr.  Thomas  S.  Kirkbride,  the.  Superintendent  for  the  Department 
for  the  Insane,  has  so  fully  set  forth  in  his  long  and  able  report  for 
this  year  the  work  done  for  the  benefit  of  the  Insane,  that  a  refer¬ 
ence  to  its  pages  will  give  all  the  information  which  can  be  desired 
in  seeking  to  make  proper  provision  for  a  sufferer  with  careful  avoid¬ 
ance  of  a  common  tendency  to  error  in  the  early  stages  of  the  mal¬ 
ady.  The  progress  of  improvement  in' the- scientific  treatment  of 
insanity  more  properly  belongs  to  professional  medical  journals- 
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The  records  of  the  Pine  Street  Department  show

A  need  is  most  urgently  felt  for  greater  accommodations  in  this 
Department,  both  for  the  physician  and  surgeon  in  attendance. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  adopting  the  recommendation  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  have  deemed  it  wise  to  appoint  a  fourth  Resident  Phy¬ 
sician,  and  in  so  doing  have  made  the  following  changes  and  new 
regulations : — 

The  regular  term  of  service  of  a  Resident  has  been  fixed  at  six- 
teen  months. 

A  Resident  Physician  is  elected  every  four  months,  on  the  last 
second  day  of  the  first,  fifth,  and  ninth  month,  and  each  Resident 
attends  in  succession 

In  the  Women’s  Medical  Ward. 

“  Men’s  “ 

In  the  Surgical  Ward  north. 

“  “  south. 

Remaining  in  each  four  months  ;  being  eight  months  in  the  medical 
and  eight  months  in  the  surgical  wards.  One  medical  and  one  sur¬ 
gical  Resident  Physician  are  required  to  he  always  within  the  Hos¬ 
pital  limits. 

The  cooking  arrangements  having  been  found  to  be  worn  out  and 
insufficient,  an  entirely  new  kitchen  has  been  constructed  upon  the 
north  side  of  the  West  Wing,  with  new  apparatus  for  boiling,  roast¬ 
ing,  etc.,  with  large  urns  for  preparing  tea  and  coffee  upon  the  most 
approved  plan ;  two  new  dumb-waiters,  one  in  each  wing,  have  been 
added  to  the  one  in  use. 

By  these  changes  the  work  in  five  kitchens  has  been  mainly  dis¬ 
pensed  with,  the  old  ward  kitchens  being  now  only  used  under  the 
care  of  nurses  to  keep  food  warm  for  the  sick.  The  whole  cost, 
with  some  small  outside  improvements,  was  $2655  13. 


The  apparatus  for  forced  ventilation  introduced  last  year  continues 
to  be  in  successful  use,  the  experience  in  its  management  bringing 
it  more  under  control,  with  a  likelihood  of  yet  better  results.  Many 
unpleasant  characteristics  of  former  years  no  longer  exist.  We  are 
informed  that  one  happy  instance  of  this  improvement  is  found  in  a 
remarkable  absence  of  cases  of  pyaemia  from  your  surgical  wards. 

A  new  Catalogue  of  the  Pathological  Museum  has  been  prepared 
and  250  copies  printed.  The  room  allotted  to  this  division  of  the 
Hospital  is  in  the  basement  of  the  building  devoted  to  clinical  lec¬ 
tures  and  underneath  the  lecture-room.  The  Pathologist  and  Cura¬ 
tor  reports  a  more  satisfactory  and  useful  year  of  the  department 
under  his  charge  than  in  any  previous  year  of  his  management ;  fifty 
new  specimens  have  been  added  to  the  collection. 

A  new  instrument,  a  freezing  microtome  which  freezes  sections  of 
tissue  in  thirty  seconds,  the  invention  of  Dr.  Sevan  Lewis,  of  the 
insane  asylum  known  as  the  West  Siding  Asylum,  Wakefield,  York¬ 
shire,  England,  has  been  adopted,  with  some  modification,  by  our 
Curator  for  use  in  the  Hospital,  shortening  the  time  for  microscopic 
examinations  so  greatly  that  minute  microscopic  examinations  can  be 
made  whilst  surgical  operations  are  in  progress ;  hence  the  work  in 
this  department  has  been  better  done,  with  more  accurate  results. 
The  Curator  applies  for  increased  accommodations,  that  a  larger 
class  of  students  may  attend  the  microscopic  and  surgical  examina¬ 
tions  which  are  specified  as  of  importance  and  advantage  to  medical 
science  and  efficient  treatment  in  your  Hospital. 

A  resolution  was  passed  12th  month  31,  1877,  recognizing  the 
usefulness  of  the  attendance  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  at  the  bed¬ 
sides  of  the  patients,  with  the  expression  of  the  wish  for  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  their  self-sacrificing  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick 
and  injured  under  our  care  in  the  future.  A  resolution  of  thanks 
was  also  tendered  to  Charles  M.  Morton  for  his  benevolent  devotion 
to  the  comfort  of  patients  in  our  wards . 

By  means  of  private  generosity  the  old  brick  pavement  on  Ninth 
Street  from  Spruce  to  Pine  Streets,  Avith  the  curbing  and  stunted 
trees,  has  been  removed  and  replaced  by  a  new,  uniform,  unbroken 
pavement  of  North  River  flag-stone,  Avith  gutter- Avays  and  neAv 
dressed  stone  curbing.  The  boundary  wall  of  the  Hospital  property 
has  also  been  repaired  and  repointed,  the  Avhole  work  being  Avell 
done  in  a  convenient  and  lasting  manner.

Farnum, 
Susan  F.  Wheeler,  and  Mary  F.  Brown,  the  widow  and  daugh¬ 
ters  of  our  esteemed  friend  and  colleague  the  late  John  Farnum, 
to  perpetuate  his  memory  and  fulfil  his  expressed  wishes,  to  he  added 
to  the  permanent  fund  of  the  corporation,  the  income  to  he  expended 
in  increasing  the  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Sick.

From  Hannah  W.  Collins  and  Sarah  C.  Worthington  a  weigh- 
ing  machine  for  Women’s  Medical  Ward. 

By  the  agency  of  W.  H.  Hart  a  cane-seated  rolling  chair,  known 
and  marked  as  The  Boys’  Chair,  has  been  presented  by  the  Univer- 
salist  Sunday  School  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah ;  and  also  a  cane- 
seated  rocking  chair  for  the  Upper  Surgical  Ward  from  the  same 
donors. 

A  gift  of  wine  for  medical  use  has  been  received  from  W.  C. 
Koven. 

Two  large  Farrel  &  Herring  fire  and  burglar-proof  safes  have 
been  purchased  and  generously  presented  to  the  Hospital  by  our 
friend  and  colleague  Alex.  J.  Derbyshire,  one  to  the  Department 
for  the  Insane  Males  and  the  other  to  that  for  Females,  at  a  cost  to 
him  of  $1200 — in  addition  to  which  a  deduction  of  $800  was  made 
by  the  makers  in  consideration  of  the  destination  of  the  safes. 

A  large  and  handsome  pavilion  which  during  the  Centennial  year 
occupied  the  point  of  ground  between  Lansdowne  and  Belmont 
Avenues,  has  been  presented  to  the  Department  for  the  Insane  for 
Females  by  C.  Lippincott  &  Co. 

A  Treatise  on  Chirurgical  Operations  by  Croissant  Garengeot  has 
been  given  to  the  Library  by  Dr.  Edmund  C.  Evans. 

A  likeness  of  Dr.  M.  Abraham  Chovet,  an  eminent  physician  of 
the  last  century,  in  alto  relievo,  by  Dr.  Eckhout,  has  been  given  to 
the  Hospital  by  Mary  Ann  Marshall.  The  valuable  anatomical 
preparations  of  Dr.  Chovet  at  one  time  formed  a  large  portion  of 
the  nucleus  of  the  Hospital  Museum;  they  were  purchased  in  1793 
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and  remained  in  the  Hospital  until  1824,  when  they  were  transferred 
to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  they  now  are. 

The  severe  wind  and  rain  storm  of  10th  month,  1877,  havin'? 
flooded  the  meadow  between  the  two  Departments  for  the  Insane  in 
consequence  of  the  culvert  constructed  under  Market  Street  by  the 
city  authorities  never  having  been  made  of  sufficient  depth  or  capa¬ 
city  to  properly  carry  off  the  flow  of  water  at  any  time,  the  water 
accumulated  to  the  dimensions  of  a  lake,  and  being  driven  with  great 
force  against  the  wall  of  the  Department  for  Females,  forced  over 
about  150  feet  in  length  of  the  masonry.  It  has  since  been  replaced 
at  a  considerable  expense.  The  brick  pavement  on  Market  Street 
and  the  new  wall  have  been  finished. 

The  constant  applications  to  place  persons  on  the  free  list  and  for 
the  lowest  possible  charges,  scarcely  permit  us  to  hope,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  general  decline  in  prices,  that  the  coming  year  will 
exhibit  as  favorable  results  as  the  past.  The  deficiency  this  year 
is  estimated  at  $13,611  12.  The  change  in  the  rate  of  interest  on 
United  States  loans  and  the  Ioav  rate  of  premium  for  coin  is  one  of 
the  causes  of  the  shrinkage  in  our  income.  The  great  number  of 
our  patients,  even  after  careful  investigation  with  a  view  to  a  more 
economic  administration,  has  not  enabled  us  to  materially  reduce  the 
expenses  of  the  Hospital.  Our  only  resource  to  supply  deficiencies 
existing  is  to  apply  to  our  Contributors,  whom  we  understand  sustain 
us  in  the  view  we  take  of  our  duty,  ILever  to  turn  away  a  genuine 
case  of  curable  affliction  from  our  doors.  The  ordinary  charitable 
gifts  of  the  Hospital  go  to  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  are  not  appli¬ 
cable  to  defray  our  deficiencies  in  expenses.  We  are  therefore 
compelled  to  solicit  your  aid  for  an  increase  of  funds  for  current 
expenses,  and  we  trust  our  appeal  will  be  met  by  your  kind  and 
hearty  sympathy  for  the  object  to  which  these  funds  are  devoted. 

We  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  manifest  blessing  of 
Providence  upon  your  charity  in  these  days  of  gloom  and  shrinkage 
of  resources,  and  with  firm  trust  in  a  continuance  of  Plis  bountiful 
mercy  in  the  coming  year  we  present  this  our  report  of  the  past.
